. . . and in many parts of the country $IU, 
although formerly the price was not more than $3 at the highest. The com- 
cakes called tortillas, three of which the bakers formerly sold- for 1 cent, be¬ 
came smaller and dearer, and finally 1 cent bought only two small onea which 
contained far less nourishment than one large eake. 

Thus for the poor working people the price of their chief article of food had 
incroased threefold, and universal distress ensued. The corn-dealers declared 
that the supply of the country was completely exhausted. Tho government, 
however, put no faith in this statement, alr.ee they knew that no bad crops had 
been reported that year. President Diat accordingly caused reliable agents to 
make a thorough investigation of the state of affairs in all parts of the coun¬ 
try. They reported that (here was plenty of corn on hand, but that it was in 
the possession of the Hacendados (the planters) who with the dealers were bold¬ 
ing it back in order to screw up the price artificially. The Hacendados there¬ 
upon feared severe treatment at the hands of the autocratic president, and en¬ 
deavored to ward off any such measures by prouising, through a committee, 
a reduction in the prices. Itijt they did not keep their promise, indeed the 
prices rose still higher. 

Then President liiaz took the bull by the horns. He issued a proclamation 
that the exorbitant tariff on grain, which practically prohibited the importation 
of the people’s chief article of food, ahoold bo completely abolished. He ex¬ 
plained his reasons for this extraordinary measure in a luessage to Congress, 
where he expresM'd himself ns follows: 

"There is enough corn in the country to satisfy the needs of consaroern, and 
tho exorbitant price is not to be attributed to a scarcity of corn, but to tho fact 
the producers are bolding it back and only selling in small quantities, 
free importoiion of foreign corn ordered by the excH’iitivc will omy benefit 
plaees along the const, but not the population of the interior, since the 
price of the imported supply will be rendered too dear by the railway freights. 
It therefore appears necessary for the government to take measures to alleviate 
the general distress, just as it is oiir duty, as far as we are able, to prevent 
other calamities. The executive therefore desires Tongress to grant If full 
powers to import at government expense necessary quantities of corn and sell 
it to the needy at cost pric«-. till the market price of grain in the interior fulls 
to

HOW ROCKEFELLERISM CONTROLS. 

The deolflion of Proaident Harper and 
the acDdte of the Chicago UniTprally on 
the »ubje<*t of coeducation, calltnl out a 
aharp article from (*onirnde Corinne 
Brown in the Cbicairo American in which 
ahe told a few unpalatable truths re- 
aardint; the Rockefeller ioKtitutlon. Rhe 
said the decision on coeducation was 
justified for the rery riuiplc reason that 
the institution was owned and controlled 
by prirate interests and founded by men 
who had gotten their wealth in a char* 
•cteristic way under the present economic 
system. "It was paid for," abe said, 
"by all who use coal, oil, wheat, or the 
rsilroada and by the wage eamert in 
those iud'jatriea who did not recelre all 
they produced by their work. Also, 
largelr* by those who psy the taxes in* 
creased to make op the deficiency cansod 
by the exemption from taxation^ of the 
aulTerstty." Korther on, she said: 

"Ita management has dictated the cur* 
riculnm of our high schools; It is con¬ 
stantly endeavoring to make our public 
adMiM aystem, even our teaching force, 
tfllHitary to itself: ita influence is used 
ia the Legislstore to cripple and limit 
the aaefulneas of our atate oniveniity; 
■UlUoBa bave been poured into ita tress* 
«fy, and yet fewer than on^tenth of 1 
per cent, of the Chicago children to be 
eittcatod ever enter Ita doom. It atands 
far ariatocracy and excluaivcueM ia edu* 
eatiM. How, then, can we expect it to 
advocate any course tinged with Democ¬ 
racy?" 

"Coeducation is the democratic fulfill- 
Bient of the principle of equality of op* 
poTtunity for women with men. It was 
net demanded becaoae of its refining In* 
flveoce on men students, or its strength¬ 
ening Influence on women students; these 
hare been the results; bat it was fought 
for ti;< ‘ .nie, wherever the education of 
men and women was carried on separate¬ 
ly, men being in control, women had no 
guarantee that their curriculum would 
be kept up to grade; that the teachers 
fnmiah^ them would be as I'ompetent 
or would do the same work. They bad 
BO astfurancH* of t^iuality of opportunity. 

‘•Therefort* no blame is to be attacbikl 
to rreaident Harper, working as he 
doea. for an institution managed in the 
interest of a sinal) and fortunate class 
of people. 

•'Why not work for and use our own 
State University? Why not have classes 
organised all over the state under the 
direction of our own iiniveraitr? Classes 
Ib adence, literature and the languages, 
free of cost to all who will avail them* 
selves. There will be no doubt of coedu¬ 
cation then. The students are waltlop 
the opportunity in every city and town. 
When) the student cannot go to the uni¬ 
versity. let the university seek out the 
student." 

"There is no Inequslity in citizenship 
here. The humblest dweller In any part 
of any land over which the common flag 
floats is the equal, before the law, of any 
other, DO matter what hit birth, or his 
station, or his attainments. The blot of 
human slavery is wiped out; every citi- 
■en is free; ©very citizen, whether of 
the United States or of the Islands and 
other lands that belong to It. enjoys fully 
the perfect right to life and liberty under 
the law. Always under the law. This 
is why we celebrate.—Editorial In Free 
Press. 

The above la the kind of buncombe the 
American working man haa been fed on 
those many yearn until be has come to 
almost believe It in spite of the daily 
Maps of Inequality that society admlu- 
istem to him. There are five untruths in 
the above quotation by actual count. If 
the "humblest dweller" is the equal be¬ 
fore the law with the rich man. bow Is 
it the rich mao employs the best and 
CDoat auecesaful lawyers and forces the 
poor man to give up finally because un- 
sikle to stand the expense of going up to 
the supreme court? But we must agree 
with one claim in the above, that "every 
dtiseo is free." Every citiseu is free— 
to stsrre!

No allowance is made for any¬ 
thing above the point ot physical «ubsUtence. The labor market takes no ac¬ 
count of the intellectual commodities of art, literature and oong which are as much 
the heritage of him who tolls as of the richest exploiter of labor. 

The fundamental blunder of the preaeut age Ilea in tills—that a man is looked 
upon as a purely economic machine to which only that much lubricating oU Is 
fnraiahed which will keep him from wearing out too aoon. The right to iutel- 
lectual and moral development, to music, to books in the home, and to all the 
other advantages which art and science contribute to tb© rich, has uo recogui- 
tiou and no means of fulfillment in the wage system. The man who dies In the 
ditch has as much claim to the good things of life an the man who guides the 
intricate machinery of some huge manufactory, and alnce man's personal labor, 
working through social organization, is the only just agency for the accomplish¬ 
ment of all the needs of body and souL it follows naturally that be must re¬ 
ceive the due product of bis toil. 

Work is the equality of life and Justice and labor alone the source of wealth, 
and measure of all values. Special privileges are merely coucrete expressious of 
Injustice and they are always backed by brute force or evil cunuiog. , 

No man may rightly live from the sweat and straining muscles of his fellow 
men. The natural law does not give to a few men the power to rob the race of 
life and gladness. The poverty, distress and misery under which milUous now 
groan are not inevitable. The world is overflowing with good and the land 
holds enough for all men. The earth is God’s testament unto all geuoratious for 
the common enjoyment and mutual uplift of bumaulty. and no man or set of lueu 
has a right to appropriate unto themselves the treasure-store of the world.

A Pe«p Into the Future. 

Please explain bow barbers would get 
along under Socialism.—Comstock, Erie, 
Pa. 

The public would erect the finest struc- 
tu^’cs that skill and wealth would pro¬ 
duce for bath rooms of all kinds, swim¬ 
ming pools, barber shop, lavatories, etc., 
suitable to the needs of the location Iti 
capacity. Barbers would receive a train¬ 
ing and examination by a board elected 
by their own members; they would re¬ 
ceive the same pay as any other public 
employe: they would work on the aver¬ 
age only the same number of hours as 
ether public employes; they would ar¬ 
range their days off by their own rules; 
there would be no competing for busi¬ 
ness; they would not all be required to 
be at their post every day, but would ar¬ 
range to let off squads on the days of 
light work that they might enjoy life, 
while on days that required all they 
would all be on duty, thus betur serv¬ 
ing the public. They would have pal¬ 
aces for work shops, iKK^ause it would 
tuatually pleasing to them and the public 
to have It so. Part of the year sections 
of them could take vacations, coming 
back to allow others to do likewise, for 
all vocations would have enough people 
to permit of this. The cost to the pub¬ 
lic of the services of a barber would be 
the total time put In by them divided by 
the number of shaves during a year. 
The barbers would have no interest in 
the pay. That would be settled by the 
persons using them with the public 
through the check or cre^lit system. It 
mould be n very delightful occupation

Hunger A Crime. 

Granada. Spain. June 2-i.—.\fti‘r a 
long zeriea of bread riots, led, organized 
ami conducted by the p<Kir men of this 
city, the women rt-t‘ei)tly tmik a hand in 
it. demunKtratiiig Ikoth lueir strength and 
weakness. .V thotisuml uf them. taKhe*i 
by hunger. tern»rizc*l the wealthy citi¬ 
zens for Hevcral hours. Hacked bakcHhup-t 
and gro<M*rieH, f<»rced the "fixjjl trust" to 
abandon its haughty demeanor aud make 
various iiruuiUeH in favor of (he pi>ur. 
dictatAHl to the captain general, |>eUed 
the police with stones and mud ami 
would have carrit*d the day hut for a 
regiment uf cavalry uuexp4H-tedly attack¬ 
ing them from the rear. Ita sudden un- 
aJaught cauaed a stampede, followed by 
general flight. Twenty women rioters 
were rhlden down and numerous others 
receivetl sabre ciilB, but none were killed 
or aerioualy wounded. 

Rioting commenced in the mountain 
•uburb uf Albaicin. the |HX>r quarter, 
where the Ill-paid wearers dwell in small 
shanties myaterintisly aiiehored to the 
rocka. Btill higher up live hosts of 
aquattera, of wboui, however, only very 
few aanir© to (he luxury of a half way 
cirilized habitation. The great majority 
of these poorest of the |KK>r live in nat¬ 
ural caves that in olden times were 
utilized to stable cattle and sheep. These 
caves are almost exclusively occupied by 
old and middle aged women, widow© or 
deserted wives, whom the loss of their 
natural protection plunged into deepest 
misery.

Inoarnstlne 
the Huetlt1«-eH and triumphs of a proci-sslun 
uf martyrs and luitrlots since the dawn 
of frtH-dom. are good enough for a money¬ 
changer's shop for them, aud a market und 
shambles. Tbeir heathen eyes st*e In the 
law and Its cousecrated officers nothing bnt 
an Inrelllgeaec office and hired men to help 
them burglarize the treasures accumulated 
for a thousand years at the altars of. lib¬ 
erty sud Justice, (hat they may bum their 
marbles for the lime of commerce. • • • 
Ry their windfall of new power they hare 
lK*en forced Into the position of onbUc 
enemies. Its new forms make them seem 
n«>t to lie within the inrisdlctlon of the 
social restraints which many ages of «nf- 
ferlng have tought us to bind about rhe 
n)«l powers of man over man. A furr of 
rule or ruin has always In the hlatorr of 
humau offalra been a characteristic of the 
“strong men" whose fate it Is to l»e In at 
the death uf au expiring principle. The 
leaders who. two hundred years ago. would 
have been crazy with eonqiiest. tcKtay are 
crazy m*lth competition. To a dying era 
some man Is always born to enfranchise it 
by revealing ft to ItMdf. Meu lepny such 
lH*iiefactora by turning to rend them. Moat 
unhappy Is the fate of him whose destiny 
It Is tu lead mankind too far In Its own 
uath. Bneb Is the fnnetton of these men. 
such will be their tot. as that of those for 
whom they ore bnildlug up these wizard 
Wealths. 

These words, written nine yenra ago. 
are being fulfilled in our days with 
rapidly incrensiiig speed. Our captains 
of industry develop into enptnins-genernl 
nud we biiv© the plensure to witnosH this 
most interesting, but at the same time 
rather costly pr»ct*«s. Our Trades 
I'nions of late show decided signs of 
w'likefiilness. At first they went into the 
fight for the matnteuance of ii living 
wiige rate in n rather perfunctory woy. 
Having met with some kind of success, 
they begin to show more spirit, and the 
ohl war cry of 188ft: "Agitate, o. giuiizo. 
(*«hicnte!" is being heard ogaiii alt r'long 
the Hue. Aud right glad w*e may be to 
hear it. The very fact that there is some 
spirit of resistance left within the labor¬ 
ing world is enough to remove all cause 
for d<*spnir w’hich may hare gained a 
f<M)tli<dd iu our ranks. "Where there is 
life, there is ho|>e." this maxim of the 
faithful physician we. too. should keep 
well in mind. 

While We rejoice on account of the 
new impetus received by the Trades 
T’nion moveuient. we must not lose sight 
of other CfUiHideratinns demanding atten¬ 
tion. Miinkind does not live on bread 
ahtne. The sense of figures, so highly 
ileveloped within the meiitnl makeup of 
th* -'•iinixers and managers of our 
trust may cause them to negotiate and 
to compromise with the trad<*ft union 
lenders iu regard to the wage question. 
They would indeed be fools to H|K)il tbelr 
inorket by forcing to n lower nixl lower 
level the stnnuanl of life of the produc¬ 
ers who to such n large extent must be 
taken into (*ousiilerution als^) ns custom¬ 
ers and <oiiMumers. The slave holder 
even was smart euoue>h to provide for 
his chattels in such n manner and form', 
ns not to impair their usertilueK*4 to him. 
Hut is that enough? Is the game to be 
ker*t up indefinitely in the same old way, 
which is so profitable and interesting to 
those who hold the winning hand, while 
the others I’ontinuonsly have the priv¬ 
ilege to pay for the entertainment? The 
Trades I'nioidsts. while having in the in¬ 
troductory declarations prf*ceding their 
(*onstitution8 rather plain and senaihle 
statements ns to the final aim of their 
endearora, in their tiresome straggle for 
"the living wage" seem to lose sigh* of 
this aim. In fact, (here is more than 
a lurking auspicion (hat moat of their 
members never are given to uuderstand 
what ia .meant by the declarations re¬ 
ferred to. Is it not n\)ont time to clear 
up the situation in this regard? How 
long yet ia the fight to be carried on In 
the dark? Wbnt possible advantage can 
there be gained for our side by do¬ 
ing so? 

At the time of this writing President 
Gomi^rs and his confreres of the Ameri¬ 
can Fe<leration of I,abor cabinet prepaie 
for a “campaign of education" to be 
waged in the wild and woolly West to¬ 
ward th© end of welding together the 
^estern and the Eastern Trades Unions. 
Mr. Gompers and his fellow missionaries 
have laid their plans for this campaign 
in a way that ia bnsinesalike and rtrate- 
getlcally deserving of approval, lljey are 
going to divide their forcea and to mean¬ 
der toward the Golden Gate by different 
routes, making nomeroua atopa on tho 
way and exhorting the maaaea in. 4 nect' 
ings to. be convened for the purpose. 
There is nothing to be said against thin 
undertaking, and less against the weld¬ 
ing process which is to resnlt from the 
exhortations. Bnt some remarks aa to 
the manner and form in which the weld¬ 
ing might and abould be effected won't 
hurt. To make them la timely, and in 
proper order.

Some Unusual Delegates. 

Berlin, July 5.—The fourth Gennnu 
Oew'erkscbnften (Genunn aiM'inliat trade 
uiiiou) <*ougreMS which met tbia weak'I d 
S tuttgart, for several reasons is of inter¬ 
est. In the first |>ln(*e, for the first time 
in the history of Germnuy the German 
government sent represeniativea to at¬ 
tend a socialist InUir t-uugress. 

l.#qgieii. the able manager of the Ge- 
werkaehaften. in hU greeting to the gov¬ 
ernment otncials. Kiiid that they would 
realize that they were as well off at a 
lal»or r-ongress as at u meeting of employ- 
era. He was glad that the governmeut 
had come so far ns to extend recognition 
to the repremqitaUvEHi of orgiinizml labor. 
It alao deserves to be noted that for the 
first time English trade unionists were 
iu attendance at n German trade anion 
coDgreaa. James O’Grndy and I’etcr Cur¬ 
ran having come from leondon to Ger¬ 
many for tbia puritoae. 

The business report suhtnitteil to this 
year’s meeting la also worthy of note, 
for it shows that the Gewerkscbnften. iu 
spite of the very aorious economic con- 
dlUona prevailing iu Germany, have 
grown, in fact since 1892 tripled their 
memberabip. now having 481, mem¬ 
bers. The organizotiou lost year had 
a total income of 294.189 marks, while 
ita expenditure waa 298,344 marks, ex¬ 
clusive of Birike funds which amounted 
to 241,450 marks, raised by speciol col- 
lectloc. 

The Oewerkachaften of Germany have 
had a alow but sure growth. While 
Lasaalle and other early Socialist lenders 
were opposed to the trade union idea, it 
is DOW admitted by the German Socialist 
party that trade uniona are of great 
benefit to the laboring people. Strange 
to any. however, while Germany has over 
O.oiKi.OOO workmen, only 700,000 belong 
to trade unions. This condition hert*to- 
fore was <lue to the fact that up to a 
recent date the coalition of workingmen 
wna prohibited by the state, so that trade 
unioniam had but little chance to de¬ 
velop. However, since the government 
has become more liberal, trade iinious 
have grown in oorronny, oa la proved by 
the increased memberabip of the Ge- 
werkachnften. 

The Irish National riovenient. 
leondon, June 28.—Another forward step 
baa been taken In the Irlah Nationalist 
tnovement for better conditions In Ireland. 
‘The appedntment af John Redmond. John 
Dillon and Michael Davitt to attend In 
BMton next autumn the convention of 
Amerlcsu branches, of the United Irish 
league la regarded aa a most important fea¬ 
ture of the programme.

The following Is the national platform of 
principles of The Social Democrats: The 
Socialist party of America. In national ron- 
ventloa assembled, reaffirms Us adherence 
to the principles of International Boclal- 
tsm, and declares Its atm to be the or- 
canlaation of the wot king class, and those 
in sympathy with It, Into a poUtlcal party, 
with toe object of conquering the wiwrrn 
of government and oalng them for the pur -1 
pose of transforming the present system of 
private ownership or the mesns of prodne- 
tlon and dlecrlbutlon Into collective owner¬ 
ship by the entire people. 

Formerly the tools of prodoctlon were 
simple and owned by the individual work¬ 
er. Today the machine, which la but an 
improved and more devrioped tool of pro¬ 
duction. Is owned by the caplUllsta and 
not by the workers. This ownership en- 
abicn the caplUllsu to eootrol the prodoe* 
and keep the workers dependent npon 
them. 

Private ownership of the meens of pro- 
dnetiou and dtrtilbutlon is responsible for 
the ever-tacreesfng uncertainty of llrHI- 
i hood and the poverty and misery of the 
workers, and It divides aoclety Into two 
hostile classes—tbc capitalists and wage 
workers. The once powerfnl middle clasa 
Is rapidly disappearing In the mill ef com¬ 
petition. The struggle Is now between the 
cepliallst class and the working claa. The 
poesesolun of the means of livelihood gives 
to the cspltallsts the control of the gor- 
erament, the preen, the pulpit and the 
schools, and enabKs them to redoes the 
jwoiklng men to a state of Intellectual. 

! physlcsl and soctal Inferiority, poUtlcal sub- 
serrleots and rlrrual slavery. 

The economic Interests of the capitalist 
elaas dominate our entire social aystem; 
the Uves of the working class are reck- 
leesly aaerlfleed for profit, wars s.-e to-

slaughter is encouraged and the d'Sttmr- 
tlon of whole races la sanctioned In order 
that the cspltallsts may extend their com¬ 
mercial dominion abroad and enhance their 
supremacr at home.

While we declare that the development 
of economic conditions tends to the over¬ 
throw of the capitalist system, we recog* 
nlte that the tJme and manner of the 
transition of So.'lallsm also depend npcin 
the stage of derelopmeDt reached by the 
proletarut We. therefore, consider It of 
the utmost ImporUnce for the Socialist par. 
ty to support all active efforu of the work¬ 
ing class to better Its conilltion and to 
elect Socialists to political offices, la order 
to facUlUte the attainment of this end.
